across the sea as to the rather poor 
rank of the American students, hut 
California, just the same, is pretty 
proud of a young fellow’ named Wil­ 
liam Crittenden, who recently got back 
from his course as a beneficiary of the 
great 
foundation 
made 
by 
Cecil 
Rhodes, says a Berkeley (Cal.) special 
dispatch to tile New York Times. 
Crittenden 
was 
the 
first 
Rhodes 
scholar to reach Oxford. 
He was also 
the first to got awny—at least tile first 
to get away with a clean record for the 
full course. 
As a m atter of fact, Crit­ 
tenden finished up his three years’ 
work In two years and spent the extra 
year seeing things in odd corners of 
the continent and in taking a special 
course iii law. 
Now, about everybody in the Berke­ 
ley section of California knows Crit­ 
tenden. 
In fact, he is notorious. 
To 
begin with, he was one of the brightest 
pupils in a school hereabouts. 
As one 
result of his youthful attainments, he 
was picked out by a man who runs a 
chain of newspapers iii America to 
make a trip around the world and tell 
all about it in every edition from the 
Connecticut “bulldog" to the ll p. rn 
extras. 
He did the job very conscien­ 
tiously. 
When he got back aud went into the 
University 
of 
California 
everybody 
seemed to know all about Crittenden. 
and the hazing that he got in his fresh­ 
man year would put West Boint in the 
shade and cover it up with leaves. 
Pretty much all his first term was 
spent In telling inquisitive upper class 
men In compulsory lectures just how 
he and the newspaper chain had done 
it. Just the same, he took it all in the 
proper spirit aud came to be one of 
the most popular men in college. He 
was president of the junior class at 
Berkeley w hen he was picked to go to 
Oxford. 
From w hat eau Ko learned unofficial­ 
ly about < rtiteudou’s stay at Oxford 
he seems to have been the best of the 
American students as far as rank goes 
at least. Anyway, California will claim 
that honor until the r e t u r n s come In 
There was a lot of talk awhile ago 
about the 
poor scholarship of 
the 
American 
Rhodes 
men. 
Crittenden 
says that thej* are all doing very well. 
Furthermore, 
he 
believes 
that 
the 
Rhodes plan Is a great one and will lie 
of lasting benefit. “The first year," he 
says, “the Americans did not take 
things seriously enough. The life was 
so free and easy that the Americans 
did not seem to realize that there was 
any work to do. The second year, how­ 
ever, the men got down to real work, 
and now* they have a higher regard for 
Hie English system of education than 
they had at first.” 
For tho English students whom he 
met at Oxford, Crittenden has only 
warm praise. 
“I do not think," he 
say*, “that the people of this country 
appreciate the Englishman. The E ng­ 
lish are about as honest and sincere 
and straightforw ard fellows as you 
can meet anywhere. They are not at 
all effusive; they have a sort of dig­ 
nity and reserve about them, to be 
sure, but once you get to know them 
they certainly are fine friends. They 
stick by cue another in splendid fash­ 
ion. 
“They received us Rhodes scholars 
with a great deal more courtesy even 
than they show one another. 
They 
knew we were strangers and tried to 
do everything they could to put us at 
our ease. They seemed to see that if 
the Rhodes scholarship scheme was to 
succeed they would have to give us an 
opportunity to see the English home 
and the English life. 
Taking it for 
granted that we were decent sort of 
men. they invited tis to join the differ­ 
ent societies and asked us to visit their 
homes. I remember that one man In­ 
vited us to shoot deer in his private 
park. That of course was rather tame 
sport 
for 
n 
Californian, 
but 
one 
couldn’t help appreciating the spirit in 
which the Englishman gave the invita­ 
tion.” 
Crittenden while traveling in Asia 
Minor a short time ago had an adven­ 
ture with a gang of bandits. Now he 
is prepared to settle down to law prac­ 
tice or at least to the further study of 
that profession, w ith the rich field that 
Hail Francisco now affords as an in­ 
ducement to remain in that part of the 
country.

“If I were to be born again and my 
w ishes were consulted I believe I'd 
rattier be a hog,” said H ealth Commis­ 
sioner Dr. William A. Evans of Chica­ 
go the other day upon his return from 
a two weeks’ trip through tile eastern 
cities, where he made a careful study 
of the methods In vogue iii til** health 
departments, says a Chicago special to 
the New York Times. 
Special atten­ 
tion was given to tile f i le r s ! depart­ 
ment in Washington, where. Dr, Evans 
said, hundreds of bacteriologists labor 
daily to find means of preventing dis­ 
ease in h o g s. 
“Th** diseases of hum an beings ar** 
a secondary consideration,” said Mr. 
Evans. 
“The government spends iii ire 
on the bacteriology of hogs in one year 
than it does on the bacteriology of man 
in twenty-five years. Mt Is true they 
are doing something for men. 
They 
have a Marine hospital, but as I wan 
leretl around ami looked at tin* im­ 
mense buildings <levnt<*d to til** stilly 
>f seeds and grasses and other foods I 
decided man was a minor being after 
all and that I'd rather be a hog." 
Dr. 
Evans thinks tin* fault Ii♦»s with tile 
voters themselves. 
He said the farm ­ 
ers are persistent in 
their demands 
upon members of congress that some­ 
thing be done for Ii >gs and cattle, and 
as a result ex pelts prepare annually 
largt* volumes which instruct tile f a n n ­ 
er how to prevent and cure disease 
among his stock 
“ I agree with the farmers in their 
demands.” said Dr. 
Evans 
“But I 
also think th** fathers should rise up 
an d demand that at least an equal 
am ount of work be done to assist them 
in preventing and curing disease in 
their families." 
He considers Chicago far behind fhe 
eastern cities in health work. 
This 
was to be expected, since Chicago still 
was in the experimental stage. 
He 
brought with him pamphlets aud re­ 
ports which will be sent to tile heads 
of sixty bureaus.

Sulkiness, Rash and Headache Caused 
by It— Safety Lim it Twelve. 
Hygienists 
who delight in raising 
alarms against popular foods are now’ 
tilting against strawberries, says a 
London special cable dispatch to the 
New Y’ork Sun. 
These are accused of 
having a bud effect upon the tempers 
of their eaters, who, it is alleged, be­ 
come sulky and irritable after eating 
them. 
A hygienist is quoted as saying th a t 
ladies are particularly susceptible in 
this respect. 
Some of them will eat a 
pound or more of strawberries at a 
time and then become so morose that 
people are glad to avoid them. 
The fact is, they are physically ill 
without knowing it. 
They are suffer­ 
ing from the straw berry disease, the 
symptoms of which are slight dizzi­ 
ness. a desire to be alone and intoler­ 
ance of being questioned. 
The strawberries which have the 
worst effect are the large mashy ones. 
The small kinds, with seeds on the su r­ 
face, are usually harmless. 
The trou­ 
ble is ascribed to the strawberry acids, 
which cream does not mollify. 
Indeed, 
the fruit is more wholesome without 
cream or sugar, an d nobody should eat 
more than a dozen at a time. 
Eustace Miles, the tennis player, as 
a vegetarian dietist confirms the d a n ­ 
ger to some persons from strawberries. 
He 
says they contain 
three 
acids, 
phosphoric, sulphuric and silicic. 
He 
believes th at the last named causes the 
trouble. 
In addition 
to irritability, 
sufferers have strawberry rash and 
strawberry headache.
